He worked all his adult years u 
to 30 in a carpenter © shop, which 
meant, in those days, lugging cedar 
logs from the shores of Lake Galilee. 


Neither was he the refined Italianate 
dreamer of the quattracento painters. 


He drove a gang of hucksters out of 
the sacred precincts of the~ temple, 
and did this single-handed. Professor 
Eisler says in the preface of his work 
that his own “reconstruction is purely 
hypothetical.” It’s good to know this, 
else some of us might be inclined to 
use the harsher word of “fake.”

WHAT DO SCHOOL CHILDREN 
KNOW ABOUT HEALTH? 


In Newark last year according to 
the Newark School Bulletin they un- 
dertook a “Health Project” in one 
school. The school is organized on a 
24-class platoon plan and each class 
reports to the auditorium, if you know 
what that means. It is beyond me. 
Anyhow health was stressed, as the 
teachers express it. Heaven help the 
youngsters in that school. I can im- 
agine what a dreary term they had, if 
what the average school teacher calls 
health was stressed. It was stressed 


as one of the subjects of the auditori- 
um work. Maybe that means—oh, I 
don’t know what it means, so I'll leave 
it at that. 

After a time of this stressing of 
health they felt that they should have 
a check-up to see what progress they 
were making, so they gave the Classes 
6A and 7B, which are made up of 
children 11 and 12 years old, a true- 
false test. 

For instance, 123 kids fell down on 
the one that stated, “If you eat fish and 
ice cream at the same meal you will 
probably get sick.” These 123 were 
perhaps not interested in the things 
they learn at school, but you never 
can tell—some teacher may have 
dropped a hint that such a combina- 
tion of foods is very dangerous. I’ve 
known teachers to do a lot worse, and 
right out in classroom, too. For that 
matter, 1 quoted here only recently a 
goofy “health “rule” published in the 
official Bulletin or Syllabus of the Ne- 
braska State Education Department, 
which taught normal school students 


that a child should sleep on his left | 


side or some such foolishness. When 
the powers that be harbor such silly 
ideas about health, how can we ex- 
peer the children under their care to 
get a straight idea about anything of 
the kind? 

The Newark teacher who sends me 
a page from the Bulletin with all this 
interesting stuff thought I might want 
to comment on it in my column. Bless 
you, no, my dear friend. I have no 
desire to say anything about the way 
these things are done in our schools. 
My views about such matters are only 
destructive criticism, and the school 
authorities do not care for that, thank 
you. They invite constructive criti- 
cism, and I have none of that to give 
away. 

Sticking to my destructive criticism, 
I think the chief trouble with the 
whole health project in our public 
school system is that any teacher, 
executive or politician whose time is 
not occupied with important work is 
considered competent to handle it. As 
long as that notion prevails among 
educators the comedy will go on.

PROGRESSIVE PARLEY 
VALUE IN QUESTION 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Only 
the country outside of Washington 
can put a worthwhile estimate upon 
the importance of this two-day con- 
ference of progressives. Washington 
has no means of gauging it. In the 
room are about persons from vari- 
ous parts of the country. They are 
of the progressive type of mind. They 
meet Senator Norris’ definition of 
those for whom the” conference was 
called, which was, in effect: 

“Men who feel something is wrong 
and that something should be done 
about it.” 

As for the speakers the leading ones 
are progressive senators whom Wash- 
ington hears practically every day 
when the senate is in session. The 
speeches of Norris, Borah and the 
others do not differ materially from 
what they have often said in the 
senate. 

To this statement there may be one 
exception. Senator Borah, so far as 
he talked about the debenture plan 
for farm relief, seemed a little less 
positive than were his demands when 
the question was before the senate 
more than a year ago. Borah’'s speech 
was an 
eloquent insistence that farming is a 
(isproportionately depressed industry, 
and that something must be done to 
raise it. Thése who seek subtleties 
of political significance in the con- 
ference might find in some aspect of 
it a suggestion that the democratic 
party in the next campaign is likely 
to take the a side. It is evi- 
dent that vernor Franklin Roose- 
velt has taken pains to show excep- 
tional kindliness toward this confer- 
ence and its leaders. In answer to 
an invitation extended to him, he made 
three separate replies. In an early 


| telegram he said he would attend if 


he possibly could. In a long dis- 
tance telephone conversation with 
Senator Norris, of Nébraska, he ex- 
ressed regret that he could not come 
vecause of having the New York leg- 
islature on his hands. In a final tele- 
gram he suggested comparison between 
the program of the conference and his 
own policies in New York state, espe- 
cially his policy about water power. 

The power question is the one issue 
most close to the mind and heart of 
Senator Norris as chairman of the 
conference. It seems evident that 
Senator Norris’ objéctive on this issue 
is complete government ownership and 
operation. “Regulation,” he said, “has 
proven a failure.” This is the familiar 
phrase of those who wish to justify 
demanding government ownership and 
operation. 

Senator Norris, in his emphasis 
on the power question, goes farther 
toward minimizing prohibition and 
eliminating it as an issue in the com- 
ing campaign than most other politi- 
cians or observers would be willing 
to follow, Norris in his speech im- 
plied strongly that “this monopolistic 
power trust” is deliberately putting 
forward prohibition in order to keep 
the people from thinking about power. 
The “attempt” of “this monopolistic 
trust,” Senator Norris said, “is te 
fight the campaign on a false issue,” 
meaning eigenen while “the real 
issue to the very best of their ability 
they will keep in the background. 
While the sham battle on prohibi- 
tion is going on they will celebrate 
in high glee.” 

This assertion by Senator Norris 
that the power trust is deliberately 
putting prohibition forward does not 
accord with the observation of most 
watchers of the situation. One feels 
that Senator Norris would have dif- 
ficulty in’ putting his hands upon 
proof that the electric power inter- 
ests are responsible for thrusting pro- 
hibition forward. The prohibition 
question, by its own force ahd mo- 
mentum, is very much to the front 


of the minds of millions of voters. 


On the power issue Senator Norris 
is dominated by a consuming passion. 
He has the sort of intense sincerity 
which consists of lacking a sense of 
humor or a sense of proportion about 
one’s own convictions, accompanied by 
capacity for furious indignation 
against convictions that may happen 
to be held by others. 

At one point in the conference Sen- 
ator Norris” eyes shot forth what the 
old-time noveligts used to call “a 
baleful gleam.” In the morning pa- 

rs preceding Norris’ opening speech, 

publican Senator Watson, of In- 
diana, had attempted to “kid” the 
conference a little.

They had all served with colored regi- 
ments of the regular army, and pre-

judge from practical experience just 
how much to expect. 

In the regular service the officers 
of colored units were white, and their 
qualifications were equal to those of 
officers of like grades throughout the 
army. But it was well known that 
the time and attention that must be 
devoted to training in order to raise 
the level of efficiency of the colored 
regiments up to the average was con- 
siderably greater than for white regi- 
ments. More responsibility, therefore, 
rested upon officers of colored regi- 
ments. 

Visits Foch to Discuss Offensive. 

In the new army, with hastily train- 
ed colored officers relatively below 
white officers in general ability and 
in previous preparation, the problem 
of achieving battle efficiency for col- 
ored troops was vastly more difficult.

BRITISH CENSUS 
SHOWS-INCREASE 


LONDON, March 11.—(#)—Fig- 
ures of the English registrar general 
published today revealed the popula- 
tion of England and Wales as increas- 
ing faster than ever. 

Last year had the lowest death rate 
‘on record in the two countries and 
| the increase in population by excess 
| of births gover deaths was 194,033. It 
‘was the decrease in the death rate 
_rather than an increase in the birth 
; rate which made for increase in pop- 
ulation, the birth rate being the same 
as in 1929, 16.3 per thousand, which 
was the lowest ever recorded. 

The death rate was 11.4, or two be- 
low 1929, and .2 below 1923 and 1926, 
which represented the previous lowest 
figures.

owell, president of Mercer Univer- 
sity, Wednesday proposed a study by 
gutside and disinterested experts look- 
ing to an overhauling of the present 
“antiquated system.” 

“I don't believe we would ever ge 
an adequate system without going out- 
side the state for help,” he declared, 
addressing the Macon Rotary Club. 

“If the study was made -by Georgia 
educators they would be considered 
biased, whether they were’ or not.’ 

Dr. Doweli said that the state board 
of educatior, which should be forti- 
fied from political influence, 

empowered to name its own school 
superintendent, adding thaf there is 
Yno justification” fer electing such 
an official. As an instanée: of 
uetessity for a revision of the schoo! 
structure, he said that Georgia has 
more junior colleges than any state- 
in the Union and that they are “‘stran- 
gliing the state university as well a3 
the common schools.” 

Viewing the condition of Georgia 
at large, the college president 
three fundamental changes essential 
to its progress—revision of the con- 
stitution, consolidation of counties 
and reforms in its system of edtica- 
tion. To accomplish these he said the 
most important factor must be -the 
development of aD “intelligent .and 
healthy state pride.’ 

Dr. Dowell, asserting “we're. in the 
midst of a highly electrified world,” 
touched on the growth of power’ and 
machines and the great decline in 
agriculture in the last decade. He 
said that in many instances the (e- 
yelopment of power, ag exemplified in 
the automobile indus@, has reached 
the point of saturation, and the num- 
ber of engineers, all but electrical, is 
on the decline. 

Lach of the first 20 years of the 
eentury saw the value of. farm land 
increasing 8 per cent, the college pres- 
ident said, until agriculture “turned 
about face” in 1920).
